Reason for seeking position: "Being that this 
is a recall election, and since the town resi- 
dents have had their fill of words, I will attempt 
to make this brief.

Reason for seeking position: "Over the past 
25 years, I've seen unacceptable inequities 
occur in our town. I watched the treatment of 
retired veteran Tom Kasun as he was system- 
atically run out of money and eventually had 
his homestead of 40 years taken away from 
him. Many relevant town documents about Mr. 
Kasun are on my blog www.johnstoesser.com. 
"I watched the town use its powers to try to 
take land by eminent domain from 12 families 
for a footpath. There are other examples but, I 
only have 400 words. 

"With respect to my town activities, history 
tells the story. 

"At the May 2009 Town Board meeting, I 
presented a plan to instruct our residents on 
how to reduce their assessments and asked 
the board for support. Supervisor Klarkowski 
and Supervisor Montez refused. Ultimately, I 
held two workshops in the Village of East Troy 
Hail for our people on May 20 and 23, 2009. 1 
had attorneys, assessors and realtors speak. 
There are a number of tax saving stories that 
resulted from these workshops. 

"At the June 2009 meeting, I pointed out 
that our assessments were too high and asked 
the board that we do a revaluation. Supervisor 
Klarkowski and Supervisor Montez refused. 

"At the July 2009 meeting, I asked all town 
departments to reduce their budget by 10 per- 
cent. Because the departments came through, 
we were able to bring our Town budget in with 

percent increase despite losing substantial 
state revenues. 

"At the October 2009 meeting, I made the 
motion that the revaluation of properties be put 
on a public referendum so that our voters would 
decide. Supervisor Klarkowski and Supervisor 
Montez refused to second the motion, and it 
died. 

"In October 2009 I placed the matter of the 
"Park Trail" referendum on the Town Board 
agenda. At the meeting, I made the motion that 
the referendum be placed on the April 6, 2010 
ballot. In April 2010, we, the voters, stopped the 
eminent domain for the Park Trail with a route of 
600 to 158. 

"What would i do next? Most significantly, 

1 would ask the board to put the issue of as- 
sessments to the town voters as a referen- 
dum. I see a substantial inequity between sell- 
ing value and assessed value in homes in our 
town. bH 

"I also believe that we can bring the town 
budget in at percent increase again this year. 

"With your support, there's so much more 
that we can do." 
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
